At the Kentucky State Fair. 

Entries of exhibits In all Livestock 
Departments, except for horses, mules 
and jack stock, will close Monday, 
Sept. 7th. at 6 p. m„ and In all other 
departments prior to Thursday. Sept. 
10th. Entries of horses, mules and 
Jacks will positively close at 12 o'clock 
the day before the exhibition this year, 
aa there will be a printed program of 
the horse show, giving the name of 
Willi the name and color of the 
horse, and the number of the entry, 
which must correspond with the arm 
number on the person riding, driving 
or exhibiting same.
